Many parings were neces- 
sary in various departments be- 
fore the more than a million in 
extra requests could be whittled 
away. 

Night studies were also on the 
program for the first time in 20 
years, according to Commissioner 
Paul Rardin who has assisted in 
preparing the annual budgets for 
many years. Rardin's vote on Tues- 
day of this week carried its weight 
in holding the budget where it was 
last year. 

In a night meeting on Monday 
night, without Rardin present, the 
commissioners were split two and 
two on whether or not to raise the 
budget .371 mills. Two were for 
raising it and two were for retain- 
ing the old millage. Tuesday after- 
noon Commissioner Rardin ex- 
pressed his desire to hold the mill- 
age to the same figure as last year 
and. the conservative element of 
the board set aside. proposed ex- 
pénditures in amounts large 
enough to-hold.the line. . 

‘Ihe tentative budget of $12,8: 
849 is about $750,000 higher than 
last’ year’s. 

County Commissioner Edward 
Bandlow signed the memorandum 
making the budget figure unani- 
mous — but he did so reluctantly. 
His pet project, the $255,000 sec- 
ond phase of construction for the 
county home and, hospital expan- 
“sion, was dropped from the bud- 
get.to hold the millage line. 

Several other projects, including 
extension of Congress Avenue by 
‘three miles from golf Road to 
Delray Road, were dropped to hold 
the line. ant 

Bandlow argued that’ the hos- 
pital was a necessary facility and 
that something else should give 
to hold the line. 

But after he and Commission 
Chairman E. 'F. Van Kessel ex- 
changed heated remarks, Bandlow 
gave in. s 

Van Kessel said a number of 
new private nursing homes will be 
built and ‘county patients can be 
housed in them until the seegnd 
phase can’ be built, a 

He said it would also give the 
county a chance to see if private 
care is cheaper for county patients 
than. public care. 5 ` 

Now the tentative budget will 
be advertised for-a public hearing 
July 15 when citizens may object 
to items or suggest added onés, 

Commissioners will decide what 
to do on the objections or sugges- 
tions and then adopt: a final bud- 
get. ` . 

Included in the budget are raises 
for about 98 per cent of all county 
employes.
